If they have no more 
love for the Russian than for the Italian or 
the German system, they have retained the 
inalienable right to Judge fairly. Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain, as head of the government of the 
senior partner of the British Commonwealth, 
has had first hand experience with the gentle¬ 
men who rule In Berlin and Rome. And he 
evidently had no hesitation in breaking bread 
and drinking wine with M. Maisky.

Man and Child in 
Interior Die From 
Bites: How to Treat Bite 

A grave warning against wood 
ticks. British Columbia's most 
deadly insect, was voiced yester¬ 
day by A. W. A. Phair, coroner 
at LiUooet 

The warning, followed .in au 
lopsy Into the death of R. W. 
Macdonald, who died of paralysis 
and poisoning four days after 
being bitten by a tick. An Indian 
child at Cayoosh Creek also dfhd 
from a tick bite Friday. 

“Both deaths could have been 
avoided If the parents had known 
the symptoms of tick bites,” Mr.
